A 1,200-foot-lock, matching the biggest 
lock at Granite City Locks 27, is to be built 
along with a new dam, enabling the aging 
dam then to be removed. River traffic 
bottlenecks have occurred with increasing 
frequency due to the limited size and 
deteriorating condition of the Alton locks.

Await bridge 
study signing 


It may have been basically a “media 
event'’—U.S. Senator Adlai Stevenson 
striding to the middle of Eads Bridge and 
gazing down into the- Mississippi River 
Friday afternoon. But the Illinoisan 
brought good news about the proposed 
study of metropolitan area bridges, 

President Jimmy Carter is expected to 
sign legislation funding the study of the 
Poplar Street, McKinley, King, Eads and 
MacArthur bridges, Sen. Stevenson an- 
nounced. 

The basic problem is that the free 
federal bridge at Poplar Street is crowded 
with vehicular traffic much of the time 
while other river spans attract less autos 
and are in deteriorating condition. 
McKinley, owned by the City of Venice, is 
among those collecting tolls but finding it 
difficult to meet all the costs of main- 
tenance and bond retirement. 

Congressional action has been com- 
pleted-on the 1978 Surface Transportation 
Assistance Act, which includes an 
amendment for the bridge study. 

Here to inspect the bridges, Stevenson 
said, “We've been in touch with the White 
House, and the assurance we've received 
is that the amended act will be signed.” 

Als® awaiting presidential action is a 
Federal Highway Act amendment that 
would allocate federal funds for privately- 
owned toll bridges. 

Alan Richter, East-West Gateway 
Coordinating Council executive director, 
said funds will be sought to divert traffic 
from the busy Poplar Bridge to the other 
bridges, do achieve mine even distribution 
and less congestion.

The idea began in 1957 with 
interested people who realized 
that a clinic was needed in 
Madison County. 

We met at a dinner meeting in 
Alton. We discussed the 
problems involved, why a 
mental health clinic was 
needed. We were told to return 
to our areas and contact people 
interested in mental health. 
Representatives from Granite 
City at this meeting were Mrs. 
Gladys Chapman, Harriet 
Byers, Rev. Robert Baumann 
and Eva Meier. 

In 1958 we met at Alton, 
organized the Madison County 
Mental Health society and 
elected officers. Rev. Reuben C. 
Baerwald of Alton was elected 
president. 

While talking to groups, we 
found many people in Granite

City interested. A Mental 
Health Clinic was opened in 
Alton in 1958 — with our help. 
We expected to have a clinic 
here no later than 1959. 

Problems developed and we 
realized that we needed the help 
of the people in this area if this 
would be realized. 

I presented our needs to have 
a Mental Health Clinic here to 
the Rotarians on Oct. 13, 1959. 
Action began. Dr. Ackerman, 
president at that time, called 
and told me that we had been 
chosen by the committee. Our 
community spirif ‘became 
active.” 

Rotarians. agreed to pay for 
the furniture and office 
equipment for three rooms. 
Carl Graham, represented by 
Elmer Dehn, gave us a discount 
on furniture and equipment 
required. The 30 Minute Club of 
Granite City Steel (Chairman, 
Walter Klostermeier) gave a 
gift for a Mental Health Clinic 
instead of giving it to the 
National Association for Mental 
Health, 

Free rent, until we could 
afford to pay, was donated by 
the Granite city Trust & Savings 
Bank, Donations of paint were 
made by Kahle’s, Schermer's 
Hardware and DeWitt Stores. 
Guy Cooper and Ed Lane, and 
six other men from the Pain- 
ters’ Union, donated their time 
to decorate the rooms. 

Needing more painting to be 
done, Gus Hoelscher of the East 
Side Manufacturers 
Association, agreed to pay the 
Painters’ Union to complete the 
decoration. Members of the 
Building Service Employees 
Union carried out the clean-up 
work. Miss Mary cowan, H. D. 
Karandjeff and G. W. Hoelscher 
who .were active as board 
members also hélped collect 
and worked with merchants 
who donated money, air con- 
ditioners and other materials 
and articles. 

For every dollar donated the 
state of Illinois.offered to match 
toward salary for our staff. 
Mrs. Chapman contacted 
womens’ clubs — Coterie, Bay 
View and Granite City teachers. 
Mrs. Buelah (Ed) 
donated her services as 
secretary until we were able to 
hire a secretary. Pictures, 
flowers and draperies were also 
donated. All of these actions 
took place between Oct. 13, 1959 
and Jan. 6, 1960. 

We received a copy of a letter 
dated Oct. 26, 1959 stating that 
the Granite City Clinic probably 
should be delayed until we could 
afford to hire staff. Many delays 
and problems were en- 
countered. However, we were 
called about 7 a.m. on Dec. 31, 
1959 to meet the executive 
committee at 8 o’clock at the 
office of the East Side 
Manufacturers Association. 
We, the Granite City board, had 
one week to set up the clinic: 

We alfeady had.the furniture, 
ete., stored at Graham's Book 
Store; the painting was almost

completed and we had 
everything in place by Jan. 6 — 
four days later, Draperies and 
pictures were hung. 

The Press-Record announced 
that the clinic would have open 
house on Jan. 6, 1960. Many of 
our friends came that evening 
after work to see ‘their 
project.” Alton board members * 


. and interested people also came 


during the day, 

Mrs. Chapman and I 
presented the keys to Dr. James 
R. Harte, psychiatrist. We 
began with aprt-time staff anda 
full-time secretary who donated . 
her services. 

We hired a full-time director, 
Mr. S. Crouch. In March we 
hired a full-time secretary, 
Mrs. Harriet Mercer. 

After establishing the clinic 
here, we presented our cause to 
the United Fund and $3,500 was 
allocated for, the clinic’s 
operation. 

The State of Illinois now 
realized that we were earnest 
and the Madison County Mental 
Health Society was granted 
$26,500 from the Illinois 
Department of Public Welfare 
for “establishment of the two 
clinics in the county.” 

Both clinics continued to 
function under the Madison 
County Mental Health Society. 
Problems developing in Alton 
were different from those in the 
Quad-City area, We were not 
able to function cooperatively. 
Finally, on July 1, 1965, we were 
able to separate from the 
Madison County Mental Health 
Society and organize our Quad- 
City Mental Health Center. 

Henry Karandjeff was our 
“‘transistion president.’” He was 
the last president to serve both 
Alton and the Granite City 
Clinic and the first president to 
act for the new’ center. 

N. Brink was elected 
president; Ed Reiske, vice- 
president; Mrs. Hilda Burns, 
treasurer and Eva Meier, 
secretary. (1965-1966). 

We continued to grow and in 
1966 we moved to 2024 State St. 
In November 1966 the citizens of 
Madison County passed the ‘708 
Bill.” This bill provided a 
county tax to help the clinics 
financially. With the money now 
received from the state and 
county, we were able to function 
without the aid from the United 
Fund which had helped us so 
much previously. ’ 

We went through another 
adjustment period at this time. 
Now we are able to progress 
with the financial help of the 708 
Board and add many new 
programs required by the State 
of Illinois. 

We thank everyone who 
helped in any way to make this 
clinic possible. We have erased 
the stigma associated with 
mental illness by prevention. 
Many hours of service were 
given gladly and taxes were 
paid to County and the State of 
Hlinois with your approval. 

You should feel happy and 
proud of your efforts.

Quad-Cityans totaling 1,177 
are enrolled for Belleville Area 
College fall semester classes. 

According to tenth day 
enrollment figures, 11,582 
students are enrolled either 
part- or full-time at the com- 
munity college, which covers 
more than 2,000 square miles 
and services approximately 
350,000 people. 


The tally includes 990 from 
- Granite City, 159 from Madison 
and 28 from Venice. 
According to admission 
director Vince Margerum, the 
difference between the number 
of men vs. women students is 
becoming more pronounced 
Only 5,118 men are enrolled this 
semester, compared to 6,464 


women. This is a trend that 
seems to hold nationwide, 
Margerum added. 

Student bodies are also 
getting older. At Belleville Area 
College, 2,865 students are 
under the age of 21. Those 
between 21 and 30 number 4,579; 
from 31-39, 2,022; and age 40 and 
over, 2,116. 

Of the students past 40 years 
old, 510 are above the age 55 and 
167 past 65. 

The figures cited do not in- 
clude the 1,500 older persons 
who are involved in BAC’s 
Programs and Services for 
Older Persons — only those who 
are enrolled for either credit or 
general studies courses on the 
main campus and at the 
district’s 22 extension centers.

Skinner, who is an accountant, said he 
felt the consultants — architects and 
planners — lacked the training for a full 
accounting of the village’s records, 
stating, “I just do not feel appropriate 
accounting procedures were used in 
reaching the conclusions in this report.” 

‘The report, as pertains to the village’s 
financial records, indicated that not al] of 
the needed records could be found in the 
clerk’s office. 

Skinner said Moss asked him for copies 
of the }976-77 fiscal year budget and audit 
report, and they were given to the village 
president at the next meeting. Apparently 
these documents were never given to the 
consulting firm or put in the clerk’s files, 
he alleged. 

He also said that the only copy of the 
current fiscal year’s budget was given to 
Moss for his signature and’ that Moss 
should have filed the original with the 
village clerk. The treasurer kept only a 
copy of the working budget which had 
numerous penciled corrections and 
changes on it, it was asserted. 

The report also states that the audit of 
1977-78 fiscal year books was not on file, 
and Skinner responded that it has not been 
completed. He said the fiscal year ended 
April 30 and the audit report is not due 
until six months later, which is Oct. 30. 

The auditors also have the right to ask 
the state for a 60-day extension of that 
deadline, if they feel it is necessary, and 
are likely to make such a request this year. 
he said. 

Tragrasser & Associates, Belleville, is 
preparing the official audit report of the 
village’s 1977-78 fiscal year, he explained 

Skinner alleged thé village president ‘is 
making a personal attack on me and a 
personal attack on my wife for political 
purposes He has not consulted with the 


treasurer on any problems, charges or 
clarifications of any questions 

“If he was sincerely interested in village 
affairs, he would take a closer interest in 
the financial situation,” Skinner con- 
tended. 

He also said Moss did not attend any of 
the board sessions in which the village's 
latest budget was prepared. 

Skinner said the report on the 
treasurer’s books is ‘shocking on first 
glance," but said the audit should prove 
that the only real problems were ones of 
proper placement of records and of minor 
bookkeeping changes. 

\ ‘There are by no means any dollars 
hissing or any funds missing,” Skinner 
emphasized. He charged that the con- 
sulting firm failed to attempt to reach his 
wife to have questions answered, “even 
though her phone numbers both at work 
and at home are available from the police 
dispatcher. She can be reached in a 
moment at any time of the day or night,”” 
he asserted. 

He also said that any minor errors found 
in the books or in the filing of the correct 
documents with the village clerk are the 
result of inexperience and adherence ta 
past practice 


“Weare not professionals in village law, 
That is why we hired the consulting firm - 
to study what we are doing and to make 
recommendations on what we could do to 
improve. 

“‘L assumed this document would be full 
of good recommendations for us to follow, 
not a political hatchet to destroy 
someone,"’ he told the Press-Record 

Skinner noted that the report has 
suggestions for improving weaknesses in 
other parts of the village, and alleged 
there have been no efforts to use those 
against other village officials. 

Several points made in the consultant's 
report which Skinner said he felt were in 
error were pointed out, including a 
notation that the village had failed to 
publish its annual treasurer's report as 
required by law 

The treasurer's husband said he is under 
the impression publication of the 


treasurer's report 1s required before the 
county clerk will release tax funds Since 
the village does not collect property taxes. 
he does not believe legal publication of the 
report has been required. 

Responding to a recommendation by the 
consultants that village records should he 
kept on a cash-flow basis, rather than an 
accrual basis, Skinner said the monthly 
reports given to the board members and 
clerk at village board meetings are on a 
cash-flow basis, but the annual reports are 
on an accrual basis. 

This shows the actual financial condition 
of the village by subtracting outstanding 
bills from the fund balances, he said 
“That is the only way to get the best 
financial picture of the -village’s con- 
dition,” he added. 

Since the consultants recommended that 
monthly records be filed with ‘the clerk, 
they. have been transferred. fr 
treasurer's records into the clerk 
Skinner related. 

He said additional study is needed to 
determine why’ records considered by the 
consultants apparently did not match the 
balances in the funds, but said he believes 
there was some confusion between the 
cash-flow records and accrual records 

The latter: would show smaller fund 
balances, since bills outstanding would be 
subtracted from the cash available in the 
fund, Skinner said. 

Trustee Paul Bennett told the Press- 
Record he ‘will seek additional 
clarification on the allegations against 
Mrs. Skinner before deciding whether to 
approve or attempt to override Moss’ 
firing of her 

“It_ may be interesting Tuesday night 
My feeling is that if he is dismissing 
someone on the basis of state violations, 1 
will support him But if he is using n:inor 
oversights or bookkeeping errors with rio 
evidence of intent to do anything inap- 
propriate, I'll -back her 100 percent,” 
Bennett commented 

Moss then was contacted and said he 
wrote the letter after careful study of the 
consultant’. findings He said he will 
support his actions at tomorrow night's 
meeting, if necessary 


National Steel 
earnings higher 


National Steel Corporation's 
third-quarter earnings for 1978 
rose sharply on the strength of 
near record shipments and 
production, compared with the 
similar quarter last year-when 
coal and ore mine work stop- 
pages reduced earnings. 
Chairman George A_ Stinson 
reported today at Pittsburgh 


Earnings for the third quarter 
were $40.4 million, or $2.10 per 
share, versus $13.6 million or 
$0.71 per share during the third 
quarter of 197. 

Nine-month earnings were 
$74.3 million, or $3.87 per share, 
versus $43.7 million or $2.27 per 
share in the 1977 comparable 
period. 

Third-quarter sales and other 
income totaled $965.7 million, 
compared with $820.4 million in 
the 1977 period. Nine-month 


sales and other income totaled 
$274 billion, versus $2 42 billion 
in the 1977 period 

“While we are pleased that 
earnings for the current quarter 
reached the highest level since 
the third quarter of 1974, 
profitability remains well below 
an acceptable range.” Stinson 
said 

“Taken ‘in perspective, 
National Steel's average return 
on equity for the immediate 
past 12 months averaged seven 
percent, which is roughly half of 
the average return for all 
American manufacturing firms 
during the past two years. 

“Nevertheless, we are en- 
couraged by this upward 
movement, which was due to 
strong demand for our sheet 
products and to our intensified 
cost-improvement programs," 
Stinson said,

“Indications are that the goal 
0 million metric tons of 
grain harvested in the Soviet 
Union this year will be met,” 
Steele said Friday. ‘‘The 
possibility exists that this may 
reach 230 million metric tons.”” 
One metric ton equals 39.36 
bushels of corn. 


“Just how much the Soviets 
import from the U.S. during the 
the third year of the five-year 
grain trade agreement between 
the two nations depends on the 
Soviets’ need for a reserve and 
their capability to handle it,” 
Steele feels.

Book tells of 
two who are 
never alone 


ATTACHMENTS

hardback publication, 
reviewers have had. difficulty 
with ‘‘Attachments,” now 
issued in paperback. 

It is not that this is a bad 
novel; on the contrary, it is a 
quite good one of its kind. But 
what, exactly, is its kind? 

How does one sort out what 
the novel is about, without 
oversimplifying the theme? 

Certainly, it is an over- 
simplification to describe this 
book as a study of the loneliness 
and childish desire for com- 
panionship that sends people 
spinning off» into the most 
bizarre of marriages, affairs 
and domestic arrangements. 

It is also an over- 
simplification to say that this is 
a book about the maturing of an 
adolescent girl, as flakey if less 
suicidal than the heroine of 
“Looking for Mr. Goodbar.” 
Unlike the heroine of that 
earlier novel, this heroine 
survives and matures. 

Her maturity consists of the 
recognition that humans must 
live as well as die alone — and 
that privacy, even loneliness, is 
the prize of age and maturity, 
not an evil to be fled at all costs 

What complicates this is the 
metaphor Rossner chooses as a 
way of showing the horrors of 
togetherness. 


The heroine, desperate for’ 


security, is fascinated by the 
perpetual, unavoidable 
togetherness of male Siamese 
twins: She marries one, con- 
vincing a close friend to marry 
the other. : 


Lonely women both, they are 


intrigued by the men who are 
never alone; what they discover 
only painfully after marriage is 
that togetherness can bring its 
own kind of corruption— moral, 
not sexual. 

The mutual dependence, the 
callousness toward the outside 
world, the intuitive un- 
derstanding of each other's 
needs — these can play havoc 
with the capacity for love, for 
sensitivity, and. for | un- 
derstanding. 

The Siamese twins, of course, 
provide Rossner with a certain 
amount of erotic description of 
a zanier sort. And a reader of 
Rossner books expects that. 

But the twins primarily are a 
vehicle for describing the 
corruption of the self by the 
wver-present other

Leaves falling? Don't panic

crisis when they fall on your 
lawn, How about grinding them 
up with your lawnmower to 
produce a thin layer of compost 
on your lawn? 


Fall fertilizing of your turf 
and an occasional rain will 
quickly convert this leaf residue 
to organic matter for ear- 
thworms to digest.

After amaryllis bulbs flower 
in the spring, the plants should 
be maintained in full sun or a 
bright location during the rest 
of the summer, If you normally 
move some of your plants. 
outdoors, amaryllis should be 
included. 

Now is the time to let your 
amaryllis go dormant for the 
winter. If it's indoors, stop 
watering. 

If it’s outdoors, move it in- 
doors and gradually withhold 
water. When the leaves turn 
yellow, cut them off and store 
the potted bulb in a cool 
location. 

In January, move the potted 
bulb into a bright location and 
begin watering. If your 
amaryllis is‘ going to bloom, it 
will develop a flower stalk 
within a month, 

If you buy an amaryllis bulb 
this fall or during the winter, 
pot the bulb in regular potting 
soil with 2-3 of the bulb above 
the soil. Place the new bulb in 
full sun or a very bright location 
and keep the soil moist,

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Utility case 
won by Scott 


Illinois Attorney General 
William J, Scott announced a 
victory Tuesday in a utility rate 
case that he said means 
millions of dollars in future 
savings for Illinois Bell 
Telephone customers, down- 
state power customers of the 
Union Electric Company, and 
the customers of all other 
Illinois utilities, 

Scott's victory in the Union 
Electric case prevents the 
utility from using inflated 
market values of its property 
rather than the actual original 
cost in establishing the rate 
base that the company uses to 
establish charges for 
customers. 

‘The Fourth District Appellate 
Court in Springfield cited its 
Union Electric opinion in 
rendering another decision the 
same day against Illinois Bell 
Telephone on the same issue. 

‘The issue before the court was 
whether original cost or 
reproduction (fair market 
value) cost figures should be 
considered in determining the 
rates that utilities can charge. 


In the Union Electric case, if 
original cost were used, the rate 
base would be $197,173,000. If 
current value figures were 
used, the rate base would be 
$403,082,000. 

Even if a combination of the 
two methods were to be used — 
as Union Electric had proposed 
— the rate base would be 
$263,933,000, a difference of 
$66,760,000 that Union Electric 
argues should be included in the 
rate base. 

Scott said that if the 
$66,760,000 were added to the 
rate base approved by the 
Illinois Commerce Commission, 
the resulting revenue increase 
at a 7.83 percent rate of return 
would be an _ additional 
$5,277,308 that consumers would 
have to pay. 

Scott pointed out that in the 
Nlinois Bell case, the difference 
between Bell's current value 
estimate of $4,464,016,000 is 
approximately $1.95 billion. 

Additional revenues 
generated by $1.95 billion at a 
8.75 percent rate of return 
would be $17,625,000. The court 
in the Bell case followed its 
decisison rendered the same 
day in Union Electric vs. ICC, 
which Scott and his assistant, 
Hercules F. Bolos,sargued. 

Scott said use of market value 
or reproduction cost would 
provide a “windfall” value 
figure during an inflationary 
period, which he said would

result in the utilities being 
granted a return on an in- 
vestment which they did not 
make. 

It would raise the utility's 
operating costs, he contended, 
since “extremely expensive 
reproduction estimates” would. 
be classified as a proper’ ex- 


pense, 

Scott said use of reproduction 
cost studies in determining 
value is, for the most part, 
inconclusive. 

Such a study posed a dilemma 
in its hypothetical assumptions, 
such as the amount to be offeset 
for advances in technology, and 
the amount of depreciation to 
give to a hypotehtically 
reproduced plant. ; 

The end result of all this 
would be an estimate of a 
hypothesis, of what it would 
cost to reproduce the plant new. 
This would be reduced by 
another estimate (observed 
depreciation) to arrive at a 
mathematical uncertainty 
(reproduction cost new, less 
depreciation) which defies 
documentary verification or 
effective cross-examination. 

Scott also said that, in ad- 
dition, time-consuming and 
costly reproduction cost studies 
would add to a higher operating 
base of the companies and, 
therefore, the estimates 
themselves would become an 
additional financial burden on 
the consumer. 

Scott pointed out that in one 
proceeding, appraisal of 
Chicago telephone properties 
cost $1,200,000, which will be 
passed on the consumers. 

Scott pointed out that rates 
predicated upon replacement 
cost would give utilities a return 
on an investment which they 
have never made and which 
they never will make. 

Scott said he is in complete 
agreement with the court 
opinion, which in part says that: 

“Original cost may be easily 

determined from the company’s 
records. Use of original costs 
avoids misplaced reliance upon 
unreliable and incredibly ex- 
pensive reproduction . cost 
"quesstimates,', for which the 
consumer must pay. 

“Rate-making should’ be as 
exact a science as possible, for 
the benefit of both the utility 
and the general public.”

Vadalabene, seeking re-election 
Nov. 7, was elected to the 
Illinois Senate in 1970 and has 
served there ever since. He 
previously served two con- 
secutive terms in the Illinois 
State House of Representatives, 
during the 75th and 76th General 
Assemblies. 

Vadalabene was born in 
Detroit, Mich., in 1914 and at- 
tended. St. Boniface School in 
Edwardsville. He completed his 
elementary education at Sacred 
Heart School in Pana, and 
graduated from Pana Township 
High School 

He married the former Mary 
Lesko and has raised five 
children in the Edwardsville 
community. He resides at 300 
Circle Drive in Edwardsville 
when not in Springfield con- 
ducting legislative business.

Entering the 
military as a father of four 
children, he compiled a record 
distinguished by receipt of the 
Combat Infantry Badge, three 
Bronze Campaign Stars, the 
EAMET Ribbon, the @ood 
Conduct Medal and a 
Presidential Unit Citation.

“Senator Sam” has been one of 
the first to be asked to sponsor 
legislation by many concerned 


groups. 

This has led to a common 
reference to him as the 
“father” of many new, in 
novative and needed programs 
in the state. 

Because of the Senator's 
legislation providing funds — 
from money that had previously 
gone to Chicago exclusively — 
for civic centers throughout the 
state, he also is known as the 
“father of civic centers.” 

And because of his spon- 
sorship of legislation creating 
special funding for bikeways, he 
is known as Illinois’ “father of 
the- bikeways." 

In addition, Vadalabene has 
sponsored legislation that 
loosened regulations on loan 
interest rates, making money 
available to both farm and 
home owners during a time 
when tight market conditions 
existed, 

“Senator Sam” one of the 
mainstays of the Illinois 
economic and social structure. 

He has aided consolidation of 
elections to reduce costs to 
localities, establishment of 
regional school — superin- 
tendents, tightening the 
educational administrative 
structure, and the so-called 
“Good Samaritan” Act, which 
made medical treatment 
available in emergencies. 

He has handled all major 
legislation for Mllinois 
firefighters. 

Vadalabene takes special 
pride in his role in the adoption 
of, the Railroad Safety Act, 
which has been called the best 
in the nation, 

In addition, Vadalabene's 
legislation, now a state law, in 
regard to railroad track car 
safety standards is referred to 
as “the most complete and 
comprehensive on the North 
American Continent.” 

Vadalabene — sponsored 
railroad track standards bill, 
making Illinois the first state to 
have. such a law. 

Another issue close to the 
senator's heart is the status of 
Illinois’ libraries and library 
systems, And his work in 


library legislation has led to his 
nickname of “‘Mr. Library.”” 

Education at all levels has 
always been an interest of Sen. 
Vadalabene. Recently, he 
gained a major triumph when 
the governor signed into law his 
Iégislation providing for a new 
physical education-recreation- 
athletic facility for SIUE 

Vadalabene has been the 
spearhead of all legislation 
affecting SIUE and the total 
SIU system. 

He has been the recipient of 
annual awards from the Ilinois 
Education Association in 
recognition of efforts on behalf 
of primary and secondary 
systems as well as support of 
the teacher in the classroom. 

The Illinois Association of 
Superintendents of Education 
Service Regions has recognized 
the senator for ‘unselfish 
distinguished service and 
continuing interest in im- 
proving public education in 
Illinois." On the plaque, the 
association referred to him as 
no less than “The History 
Maker.”” 

He has given close attention 
to health care programs on the 
state level. 

Vadalabene was the Senate 
sponsor of the Medical 
Assistance Program, a bill that 
helps provide more doctors for 
Illinois. The program provides 
aid to medical students in 
return for a pledge to practice 
in Hlinois for a specific number 
of years. 

“Senator Sam” was also the 
Senate sponsor of “rate review" 
legislation recently passed. 
This bill establishes a board 
that will review and monitor 
hospital costs in an effort to hold 
down the increasing costs of 
medical care. 

Vadalabene serves as 
chairman of the Senate 
Executive Appointments and 
Admiristration Committee, and 
as vice-chairman of the Senate 
Appropriations II Committee. 

He is a member of the com- 
mittees on Local Government 
and Higher Education. 

He is presently chairman of 
the Cities and Villages 
Municipal Problems Com- 
mission and the Legialstive 


Advisory Committee to the 
Southwestern Illinois 
Metropolitan and Regional 
Planning Commission. 

He is vice-chairman of the 
Commission to Visit and 
Examine State Institutions and 
the Motor Vehicle Laws 
Commission. He ,serves as a 
member of the commissions on 
Legislative Space Needs, 
Legislative Audit, Tran- 
sportation Study, Special 
Investigating, and Atomic 
Energy. 

Vadalabene'’s record in the 
House also was a busy one. He 
was a member of the House 
Agriculture, County and 
Township Affairs Committee 
and the House Appropriations 
Committee. 

While in the House, he 
sponsored Obscenity Laws 
Study Commission enabling 
legislation and was elected 
chairman of that commission 
when it was established. He 
further served as a member of 
the house Committee to 
Investigate the Effect of 
Interest Rates on Consumer 
Borrowing and Credit Pur- 
chasing, 

In recognition of his service 
during his two terms in the 
House, Vadalabene was 
awarded three commendations 
by his colleagues in the House of 
Representatives. He was 
selected as one of seven out- 
standing freshman legislators 
in the 75th and 76th General 
Assemblies. 

His attendance record was 100 
percent for both the 75th and 
76th Assemblies. In further 
recognition of his record in the 
House, Vadalabene received the 
first Crusade of Courage Award 
ever presented to an elected 
public offi: by the Illinois 
State Chamber of the Knights of 
Columbus. 

Sen. Vadalabene is the 
recipient of numerous 
recognition awards outside of 
the General Assembly, in- 
cluding the 1969 Outstanding

Found guilty of murder in 
1975 slaying of husband 


After about 90 minutes of 
deliberation, a jury in Madison 
County Circuit’ Court at 
Edwardsville Thursday af- 
ternoon found Mrs. Virginia 
Woodall, 42, St. Louis, guilty of 
murdering her former husband, 
Larry Wayne Smith, 33, outside 
of their Gaslight Walk apart- 
ment in Pontoon Beach Sept. 8, 
1975. 

After closing arguments 
Thursday morning, Circuit 
Judge Harold R. Clark turned 
the case over to the jury before 
lunch. Deliberations were 
stopped for a lunch period, but 
the jury spent about 90 minutes 
in actual deliberations before 

nauncing its verdict about 
3:40 p.m. Thursday, sources 
related. 

Mrs. Woodall was found 
guilty of hiring her son-in-law, 
Darrell Hawes, 20, and Larry 
Moore, 19, both of South 
Roxana, to kill Mr, Smith 

Testimony indicated the two 
young men lured Mr. Smith 
outside of his apartment, saying 
his car had been damaged, and 
when the victim came out to 
assess the damage, Hawes beat 
him on the head with a baseball 
bat 

Hawes then got a gun from 
the glove compartment of Mrs 
Woodall’s auto, parked nearby 


and shot Mr. Smith once in the 
head, testimony alleged. Mrs 
Woodall had left the gun in the 
glove compartment for Hawes, 
he testified. * 

Hawes is serving a 14-year 
prison term after pleading 
guilty to conspiracy to murder 
Mr. Smith. Moore is serving a 
prison term for an unrelated 
burglary conviction. 

During the trial, it was 
alleged Mrs. Woodall paid 
Hawes $100 to murder her 
husband so she could collect 
$28,000 in life insurance. 
Defense Attorney Lance Calis 
of Granite City argued that the 
state had failed to prove that 
she received any money or that 
the policy ever existed. Callis 
called Hawes a liar and con- 
tended the prosecution was 
“weaving a web around 
Virginia Woodall.” 

Assistant State’s. Attorney 
Don W. Weber responded by 
saying Mrs. Woodall’s murder 
of her husband was similar to 
the act of a female black widow 
spider, who kills her mate 

“The web that was woven by 
that black widow spider sitting 
there,’ Weber stated, pointing 
at Mrs. Woodall, He added, 
“The black widow kills her 
mate from instinct, but she 
killed for money.

Hawes testified that Mrs. 
Woodall asked him twice in 1975 
if he could get someone to kill 
her husband and, after the 
second request, he got Moore to 
help him. 


Much of the testimony cen- 
tered around the murder 
weapon, which was never 
located. Mrs. Woodall allegedly 
told Pontoon Beach police Oct 
2, 1975, that she had the gun 
which was taken from her glove 
compartment, but April 3, 1978. 
she told Agent Edward Muzzey 
of the Hlinois Division of 
Criminal Investigation that she 
could not find it, Weber told the 
jury. 

Weber contended Mrs. 
Woodall’s current husband. 
David Woodall, traded the gun 
for a bag of marijuana. 


The jury was selected last 
Monday and immediately 
sequestered. Testimony was 
heard Tuesday and Wednesday 
before both sides rested 
Thursday was reserved for 
closing arguments before the 
case went to the jury. 

Judge Clark has not set a date 
for sentencing. Mrs. Woodall 
faces an indeterminate sen- 
tence of at least 14 years in 
prison, Weber said.

The Seagram-Ellenbrach Co.

Probe cause of death 
of man found in river 


James Karl Smith, 22, of 
Oshkosh, Wis., was identified as 
the man whose body was found 
by the U.S. Coast Guard in the 
Chain of Rocks Canal, about two 
miles south of the Chain of 
Rocks Bridge, Monday af- 
ternoon, Oct. 16. 

The crew of a tug boat 
initially spotted the body, which 
had washed to shore. 

Madison County sheriff's 
deputies wére called to the 
scene and are continuing an 
investigation into the cause of 
death 

‘An inquest is pending. 

Madison County Deputy 
Coroner William Sternberg of 
Granite City, who formally 
pronounced death, said this 
weekend that Mr. Smith was 
positively identified through 
dental x-rays, although a close 
friend also had made tentative 
identification Friday. 

It has still not been deter- 
mined how Mr. Smith's body 
came to be in the canal 

The young man was a college 
student until March this year 
when he went to work for his 
father, Arthur Smith of 
Oshkosh, who owns and 
operates ‘a home improvement 
company. 

An avid backpacker and 
hitch-hiker, Mr. Smith had 
traveled in that manner through 
Africa and Israel about 18 
months ago with a friend 

Sternberg said in attempting 
to get positive identification, 
authorities were about to ask 
the Israeli government for 
copies of fingerprints 

The only time the young man 


had been fingerprinted was to 
obtain a visa to enter Israel and 
Africa 

In retracing the young man’s 
recent movements, Sternberg 
said Mr. Smith had left his 
Oshkosh home in late Sep- 
tember to visit an aunt in the 
San Diego area of Southern 
California 

After a short stay, he had told 
his aunt he was going to Mexico. 

On Oct. 6, it was learned, Mr. 
Smith was in Oklahoma, where 
he was found asleep in a car and 
was placed on a bus. 

Mr. Smith's father received a 
call from his son, who was in St 
Louis, on Oct. 8, asking him to 
meet the son in Milwaukee 

‘The father agreed to meet Mr 
Smith there, but failed to hear 
anything further from the son. 

Sternberg said, Mr. Smith's 
body had been in the water an 
estimated four or five days, 
although the cooling water 
temperature had preserved the 
remains to some degree. 


The body was fully clothed 
and two pesos were found in a 
pocket, indicating he may have 
visited Mexico as planned 

An autopsy failed to reveal 
any obvious cause of death, 
Sternberg said. Laboratory 
tests are still incomplete 

Mr. Smith’s mother, Mrs. 
Pauline Smith, died in 1976, the 
year the young man began his 
travels in the Middle East, it 
was learned. 

Funeral services are being 
held today in Wisconsin. 
Available details are given in 
the obituary column.

New rules signal wider variety of wines 


and Firearms could lead to 
some interesting 
combinations of varieties 
being listed on wine labels in 
the coming years. 

Under the old regulations, a 
winery could list a varietal on 
the label if the bottle 
contained a minimum of 51 
percent of that variety. A 
winery occasionally would 
list the other grapes in the 
blend on a back label, neck 
label or nonprominent 
position. The use of multiple 
varietals on the label was not- 
allowed. 

Under the new regulations, 
which take effect on Jan. 1, 
1983, a winery is given the 
option of listing the names of 
two or three grape varieties. 
If this is the case, the winery 
must also show on the label 
the percentage of each 
variety used. This could be 
educational and informative 
for wine drinkers of any level 
of expertise. 

For example, ‘Chateau 


Lafite-Rothschild, perhaps 
the most famous name i 
winemaking, carries on 
label little more than its 
name, the name of the 
commune of Pauillac and the 
vintage year. Few people 
know that its 90 hectares of 
are planted with 
two-thirds Cabernet 
Sauvignon, one-sixth Merlot 
and one-sixth Cabernet 
Franc. The yineiomslly 
speaks for itself so 
one is not concerned with the 
constituent grapes. But I’ve 
always had a curiosity about 
such things and imagine 
other wine drinkers would 
feel the same. 

In California, some of the 
better wineries are to 
establish their own enological 
signatures with their 
(Cabernet Sauvignon wines, or 
those made in similar 
manners to those of 
Bordeaux. 

, Under the new regulations, 
we could very well see 
someone like Warren 
Winiarski of Stag’s Leap wine 
Cellars list ‘‘Cabernet 


Sauvignon-Merlot’’ on his 
label and then list a 
percentage such as 95 percent 
Cabernet and 5 percent 
Merlot. 

Some wineries already use 
the side or back labels to list 
the varietal content of their 
wines and other viticultural 
and enological 
considerations. The new 
regulations will carry this 
even further, allowing 
wineries to ‘print any 
information that is truthful 
and accurate. This includes 
statements about aging the 
wines. BATF will not, 
however, allow wineries to 
use vintage designations for 
wines blended from two 
vintages, such as 1974-75.

An appropriation of $35,000 in 
motor fuel tax funds for in-
